Please amend claims 20 -22 as rewritten below. No other amendments are to be 
made at this time, particularly to claims 23 and 24 which claims remain unchanged. 

20. (amended) An optically translucent thermoplastic elastomer comprising 

(A) 10 to 90 weight percent, based upon the weight of the rubber and 
polypropylene, of propylene homopolymer principally containing propylene units of 
exactly alternating configuration and having a syndiotactic pentad fraction of at least 0.86, 
and 

(B) 90 to 10 weight percent, based upon the weight of the rubber and 
polypropylene, of an ethylene-propylene-nonconjugatged diene terpolymer rubber and/or
